a) providing colostrum from an even-toed hoofed animal having leucosis; 

b) shaking the colostrum with an identical volume of a 1:1 mixture comprising i-propyl alcohol 
and chloroform of i dent i ca l vo l um e at room temperature for 8 hours; 

c) centrifuging the resulting material at a speed of at least 5000 rev/min for 20 minutes in a 
cooled state to result in an upper layer, medial layer, organic layer and the rest of the material; 

d) removing sele ct i ng the upper layer and subjecting it to freeze-drying; and 

e) diluting the dried upper layer in physiological saline solution to a therapeutically effective 
concentration of the anti-tumor substance. 

27. (currently amended) The method of claim 4, further comprising: 

f) diluting the rest of the material obtained in step 4c) with a 1 :1 mixture of chloroform and 
benzyl alcohol to make up the original volume and shaking the material for 8 hours; 

g) storing the material at a temperature of [[+]]2-4°C; 

h) centrifuging the material from step g) just as in step c) and separating the upper layer; an4 

i) freeze drying the upper layer obtained in step h); and 
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j) diluting the dried upper layer in physiological saline solution to a therapeutically effective 
concentration of the anti-tumor substance an t i body .

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests the claimed method of isolating an anti-tumor substance from the 
colostrum of even-toed hoofed animals that have leukosis. As previously discussed, 

Janusz et al. (US 2005/0152985) disclose that mammalian colostrum contains an anti-tumor 
. substance that may be used to treat humans, the polypeptide colostrinin, which has a number of 
biological activities, including cytokine activity (see paragraphs 1-3, 6, 7 and 44-47). But, the 
colostrinin of Janusz et al. is not isolated by the claimed method.
